he ancient seaport of Byhlos may be the oldest, continuously 


inhabited city in the world. It i.s situated in the Lebanon (known 


us Phoenicia in ancient times), about 25 miles north of Heirtit, The 
history of the city spans 7,000 years—even in Phoenician legend it 
was believed to be the oldest city on earth. 


About 5000 B.C. a small Neolithic fishing community settled 


there. From that date onward the site has been continuously oc- 
cupied and various civilizations have succeeded one another as the 
ages have passed. Its position at a crossroads for (rade and cultural 
exchange in antiquity meant that it became a highly cosmopolitan 
city whose influences were spreatT far beyond the Phoenician coast. 


For several hundred years the name Byblos was not used for set- 


tlements on the site, and the exact location of the city was unknown 
and lost to history. It was re-discovered in IS6'(). and since then 
archeological research has been carried on, uncovering layer In 
layer traces of Neolithic, Hron/e Age, Kgvplian. Crcco-Iinniiin, \ i u l > . 
Hy/.antinc and medieval cultures. 


Hut traces of Hyblos are extant in evcrvdav life, also, linking us 


with the times when it was a rich and creative (enter of activities 
for the known world. For example, in Creek the word "bvblos" \v.is 
used for papyrus—probably because Hyblos was a center lor the 
papyrus trade. Later, books were called "hiblia," because ol the use 
of papyrus as a writing material, and out word, Bible, is deiivcd I nun 
ibis. And the earliest known form ol the Phoenician 22-leller alpha- 
bet, the first of its kind, from which our own alphabet is descended, 
was found in Hyblos in 192!t. It lormed part ol the carving on tin 
stone sarcophagus of King Ahiram and dates from at least 1000 H.(

It can't be quite that had, 
but I think I know what you 
mean. Teeth cleaning can 
assume proportions of a bat- 
tlefield spectacle. 


It's said that everyone has 


some degree of gingivitis, or 
inflammation of the gums. 
Therefore, any instrumenta- 
tion applied to teeth for re- 
moval of tartar 
will cause 


some bleeding. 


With that established, it's 


prudent to say that oral pro- 
phylaxis doesn't have to be 
a b l o o d l e t t i n g process!

NEW YORK — (NEA) -This is the way 


the Super Bowl will go: 


The Gemini K a n s a s City Chiefs will 


make a strong showing very early in the 
game, maybe even score first. Then there 
will be a dramatic turn of events: Thp 
transiting moon will move from the Aqua- 
rian Minnesota Vikings' 12th house and 
into their first house. 


The Vikings will draw confidence from 


this z o d i a c a l boon and take the game 
firmly in hand by the end of the second 
period and continue on to a decisive vic- 
tory as they amass points and positive 
planets. 


So said Jonathan Booth, a professional 


astrologer in New York who, as it turns 
out. prefers sniffing snuff to watching foot- 
ball games. In fact, his knowledge of foot- 
ball is virtually limited to last year's Super 
Bowl game. That's because he picked the 
Jets to upset Baltimore in print for News- 
paper Enterprise Assn. 


The first he knew about the 1969 game 


was when I called him and asked if he 
could c o n s t r u c t and analyze Individual 
horoscopes of the two contestants. He said 
he would, if given the p r e c i s e minute, 
hour, day, year and place .if birth of the 
teams. It was the same this year. 


The Vikings were "born"—or were in- 


corporated as legal entities at 8 a.m. on 
Feb. 18, I960, in St. Paul, Minn. The Chiefs 
(originally the Dallas Texans) were offi- 
cially hatched four months later, at 10:25 
a.m. on June 17, 1960, in Austin, Tex. 


From this Booth determined the setting 


of the planets, including (he sun and moon 
and other elements of the heavens at time 
of birth, and correlated this with the ac- 
tivity of those heavenly bodies at 3 p.m. 
on s'unday, Jan. 11. 1970. in New Orleans. 
La.—the minute of the Super Howl kickoff. 


Overall. Booth notes that the Vikings 


have nine major progressions compared 
to the Chiefs' lour 
A 'progression" is a 


movement which sets off the energy for 


events in one's life and the more activity, 
the more likelihood for accomplishment. 


Importantly, points out Booth, the moon 


has progressed into Aries in the Vikings' 
first house and this gives them added 
drive, since Aries is The Ham. or the 
driver. 


Here are more of the major progressions 


for Minnesota: 


• The progressed Mercury makes an 


excellent aspect (an energy setup) to the 
natal Mars. This infers zeal and confi- 
dence. Booth cautiously emphasizes that 
Mars (a war sign) "is not always belliger- 
ent, but it is aggressive." 


• The m i d h e a v e n in the Minnesota 


chart is making a good aspect to the natal 
and progressed Pluto. Coming down to 
earth, this translates into the Vikings hav- 
ing "a lot of spirit, or a working together- 
ness." 


• One note of warning for the Vikings: 


They will be l a b o r i n g under a difficult 
aspect of Venus to natal and progressed 
Neptune. That is. they must watch out for 
overconfidence. But Booth docs not fear 
for them much on this point. "The pro- 
gressed sun is also making an excellent 
aspect to the natal and progressed Nep- 
tune," he said. "This will give the Vikings 
a 'secure' confidence. The importance of 
Neptune here is that it rules the imagi- 
nation—one's illusions and delusions." 


And if the field were muddy, or the dav 


rainy? "It's still the Vikings," said Bootli. 
"They have four planets in water signs. 
The Chiefs have only two planets in water 
signs." The Chiefs, h o w e v e r , have a 
stronger "air" aspect than the Vikings. 
Booth thereby sees the game being decided 
on the ground by Minnesota, with KC pass- 
ing in vain.

tated murder were filed Thurs- 
day against Sgt, Chades E. Hut- 
to, 21, of Tallulah, La,, and Pvt. 
Orald A. Smith, 22, of Chicago.

Cong Attack 
Brings Heavy 
Casualties

SAIGON (AP) - The U.S. 


Command reported today the 
heaviest American casualties in 
five months from rocket and 
mortar attacks in a 24-hour pe- 
riod, 


Four Americans were killed 


and 79 wounded in three shelling 
attacks during the night, A 
spokesman said the U.S. casual- 
ties were the highest since the 
24-hour period ending last Aug. 
12, when 11 Americans were re- 
ported killed and 123 wounded. 


The attacks Included a 15- 


round mortar barrage on a 
headquarters base of the 173rd 
Airborne Brigade, five rockets 
fired Into the atrbase at Cam 
Ranh Bay, and a 10-round mor- 
tar barrage against a night de- 
fensive position of the llth Ar- 
mored Cavalry Regiment. 


A U.S. Command spokesman 


described . the 173rd Airborne 
Brigade casualties as "moder- 
ate" and the casualties in the 
other two attacks as "light," in- 
dicating that the paratroopers 
suffered most of the total cas- 
ualties. 


Alltod communiques reported 


149 North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong soldiers killed in more 
than a dozen small fights scat- 
tered across the country. Allied 
losses were put at one American 
and seven government troops
